Diarine the next 30 days, more than a million 
Americans will push on automobile starter switches 
and get no response. Each of these disappointed and 
probably greatly inconvenienced people will be the 
owner of a car with a dead battery. 

Reactions will be mixed—some will rant and rave 
and tear their hair, some will try to “fix” the trouble 
themselves, while others will calmly go to the nearest 
telephone to summon aid 

But nearly all these drivers will be alike in one re- 
spect. They will blame the battery as the cause of their 
troubles 

They will probably be wrong 

Recent nationwide surveys show that battery fail- 
ures in today’s cars equal and often exceed tire trouble 
as a major cause of vehicle stalling. But automotive 
experts have proved that the battery itself is rarely 
at fault 

Only part of the story lies in the fact that the battery 
has a tougher job to perform nowadays. In addition 
to cranking a bigger engine with a much higher com- 
pression ratio, the battery in the modern car has to 
provide for brighter headlights and must feed lights 
for parking, backup, dome, floor, dash, and turn 


Ilydrometers test the weight 
of acid-water mixture in bat- 
teries. If battery is dis- 
charged, the acid combines 
with plates, leaving solution 
lighter —and giving lower hy- 
drometer readings. 

As acid leaves plates and 
re-enters solution as battery 
is charged, solution becomes 
heavier — higher readings.

Big victory over plant disease 


What may be one of the big disease-control discoveries 
of the century comes from the Connecticut Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. There, scientists have made 
plants resistant to fungus diseases by treating the 
plants with low doses of radioactivity. 

Plants so treated showed less than half as much dis- 
ease as those not treated. 

Oddly enough, plants treated with heavy doses of 
radioactivity were more susceptible to fungus than 
those which received no treatment. However, this was 
not true if a long time was allowed to lapse between 
treatment and exposure to fungus. In this case, plants

were treated in the morning and inoculated the same 


were practically 100 percent immune 


afternoon, all were highly susceptible 
Next, station scientists plan to radioactivate pota- 
toes in an effort to control verticillium wilt, a disease 


for which there is no known cure 
Why crooked string beans? 


Why do your snap beans produce crooked pods that 
are not well filled? Heat and insect injury are blamed 
by scientists at the Asgrow research center. 

When temperatures stay above 95 degrees for any 
length of time, the pollen is killed or injured so beans 
do not form all along the pod. As a result, the pod 
curves or pinches where the seeds are lacking 

Insects feeding within the flower also may damage 


the miniature pod, causing it to grow crooked. 
Liquid ammonia—nitrogen source? 


Except for one drawback, there is no more efficient 
nitrogen fertilizer than liquid ammonia. It won't burn 
plants it will not leach away from any soil that has 
even a small amount of clay to hold it; it will last long- 
er, providing more food per application, than any 
other chemical form of nitrogen 


If the 


to make ammonia available to plants do not take place 


soil is cold, the chemical changes necessary 
Hence, it can be applied in the fall and will still be in 
the soil in the spring 

Best of all, ammonia does not need decaying humus 
to transform it into plant food, as many other forms of 
nitrogen do. Therefore, it is excellent for plant feeding 
in soils low in humus 

Phe big drawback however, is that it takes expensive 
equipment to apply ammonia. So its use ts restricted to

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As soon as your youngster learns to 


walk, keeping him out of the street is a 


problem. Here’s one mother’s solution 


[, you drive a car, it has surely happened 
to you: A small child darts into the street 
before vou! Horrified. vou slam: on the 
brakes, the car swerves, the child jumps 
hack 

It was so close, yet it wasn’t vour fault! 

If you are a parent, the same sort of 
near-accident has probably given you a 
heart-in-your-throat moment. Particularly 
if you are the mother of a toddler. whose 
unsteady feet lead him everywhere in 
search of adventure 

It was that way one day with mv Susie 
It wasn’t that | wasn’t watching her. | was 
there in the yard where she was playing 
when, unexpectedly, she stepped into the 
street 

In one frightened glance. I saw it all 
Susie’s head bobbing alone. a car coming 
I ran out, my heart pounding. grabbed 
Susie back. Fortunately, the car was still 


a distance away. 
Start early 


Rieht then, though, I carried Susie into 
the house and spanked her. [ told her, 
‘That car might have hit vou. So. every 
time vou go into the street, Susie. vou ll be 
spanked.” I repeated slowly, * Remember, 
vou are not to go into the street 

Purposely, 1 kept my words few and 
simple. [realized Susie would only be con- 
fused by a torrent of explanation. I knew it 


was still my job to watch her endlessly until 


she was old cnough to trust. But, in the 
meantime, she had to start learning to bea 
responsible litthe person, so that later on 
she could stay outdoors alone 

I did not spank Susie because she had 
been bad. In Susie’s limited experience, 
the street was no different from the side- 
walk. I chose spanking for Susie in order to 
emphasize the most important point in the 
world— the saving of her life. 

In our family, and in several families I 
know, we don’t use spanking for any other 
purpose. We believe more leisurels reprools 
may work for less-important matters. But 
one trip into the street in front of a car 
which can't be stopped, and a child may 
be dead, crippled, or injured seriously 

Whatever method is used each time a 
child wanders into the street, it should be 
immediate and consistent. [In our experi- 
ence, a few spankings are enough. 

The standing rule for Susie was: Hf vour 
ball or tov rolls into the street, come ask 
Mother to eet it. If you want to cross the 
street, ask Mother to take you. 


Much at stake 


It all adds up to the fact that so much is 
at stake in this street business. If vou be- 
lieve you can trust a motorist to stop in 
time to save your child (a foolish fallacy at 
best), remember that some children run 
into the side of a moving car with the driv-

Plants and lawn 


Rake lawn clean. Leave it 
free of leaves, other wind- 
blown debris. 

Grass will look neater, and 
you can use the leaves for 
mulching your perennials to 
protect them during winter, 

Iixtra leaves can go to the 
compost heap or vegetable 
garden. Old tarp or awning 
makes good leaf carrier. 


Trim up edgings. You'll be 
surprised how much better 
lawn will look, even when the 
grass is dormant. 

Dig out all stray grass in 
flower beds and borders at the

Give grass one last mowing 
if it's over 2 inches high. The 
spring growth will show 
quicker and grow faster if it

Mulch tender perennials to 
prevent frost) from heaving 
soil. Cover beds with 3 or 4 
inches of leaves or some other 
clean, loose mule h 

Mulch applied before frost 
will freeze to soil and blow 
around less. On windy cor 
ners, hold it in place with 
chicken wire and bricks or a 
few spadefuls of soil 

Brush will also help keep 


leaves from blowing. 


Water liberally. Soak all 
evergreens deeply before the 
ground freezes, to heep the 
needles from browning on 
windy winter days 

Most winter-burning is due 
to combination of dry, frozen 
soil and winter sun and wind, 

Phe needles turn brown be- 
cause they have dried out 
It is particularly tiportant 


to water newly set plants. 


Mound roses. Pull soil up 
around base of roses to pro- 
tect base from cold injury 

When winters are unusual 
ly severe, this keeps canes 
from killing back to under- 
stock below the graft union 

Cylinders of wire mesh or 
tar paper help hold soil in 
place, are preferred by many 
gardeners. Hold up on prun- 
ing until early spring. 


Wrap young trees with foil 
or burlap to protect them 
from rabbits and sunseald 

Carry wrap up main trunk 
to first stem. Trees in spots 
exposed to bright sun need 
protection the most.

Clean cracks thoroughly before you fill them 


Fill house-to-walk cracks 
'5 to L inch wide 
with hot tar or pieces of bitu-

Brush out dirt first, and dry 
masonry with blowtoreh. Calk 
all of the smaller eracks. 

For large cracks, undercut 
sides. Then wet down and fill 
with mixture of concrete. 





Water freezes in cracks between flagstones and damages them. So 
fill deep, narrow cracks with oakum forced in with putty knife: then 
ealk. Lndereut edges of large spaces between stones, clean out dirt, 
soak, and fill with conerete. Calk small cracks that may develop at 
edges of patches, using boards to walk on until compound becomes hard 








Seal crack between foundation and siding to keep the weather 


out. Fill with oakum or mineral wool first, as pictured, then weather- 
proof with a thin layer of ealking compound over it. 

Oakum and mineral wool provide an excellent base in deep cracks 
for calking, which may pull loose in time if used alone. Apply the 
compound to dry surfaces only, or moisture may loosen it.

The Robert Mitchells of Minneapolis, Min- 
nesota, needed more bedroom space. A first thought was to 
add a sleeping wing.

For this reason, most 
dealers keep their stocks of batteries 
on trickle charge to maintain them 
in a healthy condition until they 
are sold. 

If a brand-new but partially dis- 
charged battery were put in your 
you would be almost certain 
to receive unsatisfactory 
from it.

We want our children to cherish their heritage of 


democracy. We want the schools to teach it, the churches 


to preach it, the government to practice it. But the 


foundations of democracy are laid in the home, and we 


parents are the chief builders. 


Here’s a check on your family’s democracy. 


Ry Soan Morrison 


H.. many of us realize that democratic 


living is a habit and that habits must be 
built up over the years? The youngster who 
learns democracy in his family circle will 
be better able to practice it as a member of 
his gang, as a student in school, and, later 
on, as a citizen of his country 

In a recent study of “growing up” in a 
typical American town, University of Chi- 
cago social scientists found that children 
from democratic homes were better 
equipped for the give-and-take of daily life. 

They got along more successfully not 
only with their playmates, but also with 
their teachers, scout leaders, and church 
workers. They rated higher in such impor- 
tant traits as honesty, loyalty, responsibili- 
ty, moral courage, and friendliness 

Phey were preferred by adults as after- 
school employees, and they even tended to 
vet higher grades in school — perhaps be- 
cause they were better able to work up to 
the full extent of their abilities 

What ais a democratic home 

Fundamentally, itis a home where there 
is sharing sharing of rights and respomtisi- 
bilities, duties and decisions. This ts easier 
to say than to put into practice. Your an- 
swers to the 10 questions given below will 
help you determine whether your family is 


leading a democratic life 


Do you assign well-defined chores? 


Even with modern conveniences, run- 
ning a household involves plenty of plain, 
hard work. Beds must be made, tloors must 
be swept, meals must be prepared, and 
dishes must be washed. [t isn’t fair for the 
burden of all this to fall on one person 
(usually Mother) 

Your children have a duty and a right to 
share in the work of the home. They Il 
grow up to be better citizens if they learn 


early that work is a necessary part of life. 

But they object, with reason, to frequent, 
unexpected demands on their time and 
energy. Of course, in an emergency, every- 
one must be willing to pitch in and help 

But its generally better to assign duties 
beforehand so that cach child will know 
what is expected of him. Only in this way 
can your youngsters learn the valuable les- 
son of responsibility. Youll be surprised at 
how well they budget their time when they 
realize that you are counting on them to 
complete a joly 

Once chores are apportioned, let your 
children go about them in whatever way 
they prefer. Of course, you can advise o1 
demonstrate, but don’t put thumbs down 
on all experimentation. After all, your way 
may not be the best way. 


Do you avoid favoritism? 


The happy home, like the happy nation, 
is run on a basis of “equal rights for all and 
special privileges for none.” Unfortunate- 
ly, we don't always follow through on this 
rule 

loo many parents have a secret prefer- 
ence for one child — perhaps the oldest o1 
youngest, or prettiest. [t may be the only 
boy or the only girl, or the child most like 
themselves 

Without realizing it, they give the fa- 
vored one an inordinate share of their at- 
tention and approval. In extreme cases, 
they grant him extra treats and excuse him 
from family duties 

Obviously, this isn’t fair to the other 
children in the family. More important, 
its not fair to the favored child. The in- 
dividual who expects more than his share 
of things will get a severe shock when he 
enters the impartial atmosphere of the 
classroom, the army, or the business world 

Of course, because of variations in age 
and ability, you can’t treat all your chil- 
dren exactly alike. But you can make it

The child will feel that what he 
desires is open to him, too, if only 
he does what is necessary. He'll 
focus his attention on achieve- 
ments, rather than personalities. 


Do you see that each of your 
children has a certain amount 
of privacy? 

Family life is necessarily close 
and intimate 
of both pleasure and strength, but 
too much of it is oppressive 

Every individual needs to get 
away by himself once in a while 
to think, to dream, or just to relax 
with no one around. Even if he 
wants to make faces at himself in 
the mirror, your child has a right 
to do so without a constant audi- 


This can be a source 


ence to observe him 

Don’t insist on knowing “every- 
thing’ about every member of your 
family. Encourage your child’s 
confidences, of course. But let them 
be confidences freely given, not 
secrets dragged out 

Every child also needs a place he 
can call his very own—-even if it’s 
just one drawer of a dresser. There 
he can keep his diary, his letters, a 
treasured souvenir, perhaps the 
surprise birthday gift he’s making 
for you, with the assurance that 
they will be safe from prying eyes. 

Make it clear to your children 
that you will respect their need for 
privacy and that they, in turn, 
Inust respect eae h other’s. By your 
example, you will be teaching them 
that democracy means considera- 
tion for the rights of others as well 
as freedom for ourselves. 


Do you let your children help 
select their own clothing? 

The ability to make intelligent 
decisions is one of the prerequisites 
for successful living ina democracy 
Only by practice can this ability be 
planted and developed 

One of the earliest ways in which 
children can learn to exercise their 
judgment is in the selection of their 
own clothing. Even a 3- or 4-year- 
old can be asked whether he pre- 
fers the green snowsuit or the red 
one, and he'll be delighted that 
you value his opinion, Of course, 
you mustn't confuse him by pre- 
senting him with too many choices, 
Whittle the possibilities down: to 
two or three suitable ones before 
vou invite his decision 

Older children should help plan 
their wardrobes, too. Don’t. be 
afraid to let them make a few ini- 
tial mistakes. Responsibility and 
foresight will grow only when chil- 
dren learn that they must live, day 
in, day out, with the results of their 
dex isions.

Do you talk over with your chil- 
dren decisions that will affect 
the entire family? 

Over the years, every household 
is confronted with a number of 
major questions: Can we afford to 
buy a larger house? Where shall 
we spend our summer vacation? 
Should Grandma come and live 
with us? What kind of new car shall 
ve get? If these decisions are made 
by the family as a whole, it is a 
pretty good sign that the household 
is a democratic one. 

Naturally, Mother and Father 
must have the final say in any im- 
portant matter. But children can 
be surprisingly mature in their 
judgment when they are given a 
chance to weigh the pros and cons 
for themselves. And there will be 
more cooperation and less grum- 
bling from the youngsters when 
they understand the reasons for 
their parents’ actions. 


Can your children invite friends 
into the house? 


Ideally, the house should be 
considered the joint property of all 
the members of the family. Only in 
this way can children acquire pride 
and pleasure in its appearance or 
see any point in devoting their time 
to its care. An essential feature of 
this joint ownership is the right for 
all to use the house—which in- 
cludes the freedom to invite one’s 
friends there. 

It isn’t necessary to go overboard 
on this. In a democratic home, 
parents have rights, too, Certainly, 
you can set limits as to where and 
how roughly your child and _ his 
companions may play indoors. 
And, if Mother is entertaining her 
monthly bridge club or if Dad’s 
boss is coming to dinner, you need 
not feel guilty about barring the 
door to Junior's muddy-footed 
little friends. But, as a general rule, 
the house should be open to all. 


Do you spend some leisure time 
having fun with your children? 


Shared pleasure is one of the 
surest ways of keeping a family to- 
voluntarily. Look back on 
those moments when you felt your 
family was closest, and you're like- 
ly to remember the spontaneous 
romp, the Sunday picnic, the quiet 
evening game that didn’t seem too 
important at the time. Without 
these experiences, the best-run 
household is only like a well-oiled 
machine—efficient but lifeless.

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hold on the purse strings. They 
dole out money only as needed—so 
much each morning for the school 
lunch, so much on Saturday for the 
movies, and whatever ts necessary 
for gifts and supplies. Each irregu- 
lar expense produces a new situa- 
tion to be dealt with separately 

Such homes are essentially au- 
thoritarian, regardless of whether 
the parents are generous or close- 
fisted with money 

The crucial factor is that they 
refuse to share responsibility with 
the result that their children have 
no opportunity to learn to plan 
ahead, to budget, and to econo- 
mize. From this kind of background 
come demanding wives, spend- 
thrift husbands, and improvident 
ciluzens 

Its cheaper in the long run 
and much more democratic-—to 
let your children learn early to 
handle their own money. Go ovet 
with them their expected expenses, 
both regular and occasional, and 
work out a tentative allowance. 
Pry to make this roughly compara- 
ble to what their classmates and 
playfellows are getting 

It doesn’t matter much whether 
this allowance is given in exchange 
for work around the house or just 
as part of the child’s share of the 
family income The important 
thing is that the amount be fixed, 
that the child can count on it, and 
that he realizes that he must stretch 
it to cover what it is intended to 
covel 


Do you consider your children’s 
tastes when planning family 
meals? 


Children normally like to eat, 
but, like the rest of us, they have 
their own favorite foods and 
aversions. If these are consistently 
ignored, meals lose their attraction 
and become something merely to 
be gotten over with

Plants need chlorine, too 


Scientists have always suspected that chlorine was 
essential to plant growth, but evidence was hard to 
find 

\fter many tests, scientists at the University of 
California now find that plants do need rather sub- 
stantial amounts of chlorine for normal growth, as 
compared with their need for other trace elements. 

This does not mean that chlorine will have to be 
added to fertilizers to make them complete. Most ferti- 
lizers contain more than the trace needed —in impuri- 
ties. Like most trace elements, chlorine can be highly 
toxic in overdoses 


Azalea ills traced to water 


If you are having trouble with your potted azaleas, it 
may be the result of watering them with artificially 
softened water. Within the past year, I have seen three 
azalea plantings killed by softened water. 

In most processes, the water is softened by substitut- 
ing sodium for the calcium that causes the hardness. 
Sodium is more dangerous to azaleas than calcium. 

Unless you are sure your household water is definite- 
ly on the acid side (not very likely), better try collect- 
ing rain water for acid-soil plants. Or, install a spigot 
to supply untreated water. 


Chips are down for bugs 


If you were bothered with chiggers, grasshoppers, and 
other crawling pests last summer, you may find the 
answer in a new chip-form insecticide 

The chips contain malathion, particularly effective 
against flies and mosquitoes. It was developed original- 
ly for treating picnic areas, garbage dumps, and play- 
grounds to get rid of insect pests. 

Poultry raisers dust it on floors, apparently without 
danger to the hens 


Asparagus doesn't “just die out” 


Asparagus beds don’t “wear out” in time, University 
of California scientists find. Older plantings gradually 
lose their vigor due to attacks by fusarium, and by 
another fungus as yet unidentified 

Various soil sterilants are being tested in the hope 
of discovering a chemical that will kill out the fungus 
spores in old asparagus beds so they can be replanted 
sately 

From my own experience with fusarium in soil, my 


guess is that Captan would be a specific remedy. 


Plant can use salt 


Some plants, under the right conditions, can substitute 
sodium chloride (table salt) for potassium, Dr. C. Dale 
Hoover of the Mississippi State Experiment Stauon 
has found 

The idea certainly looks interesting for areas where 
soils are low in essential, but expensive, potash. 

At best, however, salt can fulfill only about 25 per- 
cent of the total potassium requirement of plants. 

No work has been done to see whether this substitu- 
tion would have an effect on flavor of vegetables, or 
the keeping qualities of flowers. At present, the idea 
sull is in the experimental stage.
